John Bull. But if the be. in any great National 


Difficulty, which is very poſſible, ſhould be divided into two Halves, 


who are the People then, John? They that lay Hold of a Sword 


firſt, and get to be ſtrongeſt, will always call themielves the People, 


and the reſt muſt go to be hanged or loſe their Heads. If you and I 
' ſhould quarrel about our Rights, and there were no Law above us,
